I have gone to Lancester, 
Pennsylvania to the spot where the old mill vas on the Conestoga 
Creek. It is now a park where one can enjoy and meditate. I have 
deeds, pictures, and maps. ፲ have gone to the delightful town of 
Bedford, Pennsylvenia where time has stood still. All this I owe 
to Frederick Atkinson. I am the same age,84, that he was when he 
wrote to me in 1949, so it encouraged me to go shead with this 
genealogy.

THE STEPHEN ATKINSON FAMILY 


Few of us take much interest in our ancestors until 
late in life. The interesting things they could have told 
us and the intimate ones, have all passed away. 

Their experiences would have been history to us, had 
we not been so dull as not have made a record of them. 
Their crude and homey ways, their efforts to find a better 
way Of life, furnish us with thoughtless smiles as we look 
back upon their struggles, while we forget their struggles 
were the stepping stones to where we are today. All of 
us chatter and sputter a lot and perchance our descendents 
may look back upon us with smiles , playing hide and seek 
with themselves, pretending a virtue of vice they do 
possess, to act drama of life. 

SO far as the genealogical value is concerned, aside 
trom the records of births, deaths, and marriages, there is 
but little to talk about. Any marriage in which there are 
any descendents, spills one half of the genealogy apple 
cart. By the end of the Fifth generation possesses but 
one thirty second, and so on down the line, the quality 
continues to diminish, but the relationship remains like 
a bridge that has carried us safely over. 

There is an old Chinese proverb that says that there are 
five points to the compass, !East,West , North, South, and 
the point to where we are. !!To us the point, were where 
we are, is the important one. If we do not know our location 
our direction will be hard to find. What we have missed in 
our blindness, !!15 water passed the Mill.!! 

The Atkinson record is full of joy and sorrow, mirth 
and sadness, just like the experience of all the rest of the 
world. The line that brings a smile is dimmed by the next 


SO that often we have to read the latter one again, before 
we catch its real meaning. 
In the first one hundred years of the history of the 


Atkinson family, there is but very little oral history. 


There were but a few laws and anything of importance was 


written and recorded and its stipulations were carried out 


as if they were law. Wills were made and carried out according 
to the wish of the maker as but few laws governed them. 
Fortunately the recording of wills, deeds, and transactions 
which they regarded as important, has given us enough data 
to trace downto a time where the Bifical records could 
carry us through to the present. 

The genealogy record is clear and clear cut. 

Stephen Atkinson the fuller, our first ancestor in this 
country, married Ann Wilton. They had four children of which 
there is an incomplete record. Matthew, Rachel, Elizabeth, 
and another daughter whose name could not be obtained from 


any of the records. 


Stephen, the fuller, who built the fulling mill in 1714 
made a will, dated Sept.14,1739 and was probated July 13,1742, 
in which he conveyed to his eldest son , Matthew, his land 
subject to a mortage, with the understanding that he and his 
wife, Ann Wilton would occupy one half of the dwelling. Previous 


to this , on Aug.4th,1731 he conveyed to his son Matthew 300 


acres of land. 


IN his day Stephen was regarded as being quite wealthy, 
for a man who had to make his mark when signing his name, l 
indicated that he was a man of good judgement, with a keen 
insight to business. Practically all the descendents of Stephen 
were land owners. The probating of Stephens will July 31,1742 
indicates that was about the time of his death. Wills were 
probated or proven shortly after the makers death. 

Stephens name appears on the Assessment List of Chester 
County in 1718, the first ever to be made in that vicinity. At 
that time Lancaster County was part of Chester County and 
remained so until 1729, when Lancaster County was cut off 
from Chester County and became a separate organization. The 
records of early events were tranferred to Lancaster County 
after its organization. In 1722 the records at Lancaster show 
that Stephen Atkinson was paid L2 for two wolves. 

It was a wild, woolly and dangerous territory and many of 


the citizens were afraid to buy land in localities lest 
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they incur the il] will and have trouble with the Indians.The 
Conestoga massacre did not occur until nearly 50 years after 
Stephen Atkinson built his fulling mill. 

The oral record that Stephen was a clothier in England 
to manufacture cloth in the commonwealth of Pa. looks like 
it had a good foundation, he obtained a license or permit 
to manfacture cloth. That he brought along with him the 
implements of his trade, which consisted of a large coloring 
kettle, a large pair of shears, about as heavy as a man could 
handle to shear cloth, some brushes, and carders and a few 


other trinkets, are all in harmony with the requirements of 


his trade. 


‘He was known in his community as Stephen !!the fuller!!. 
That part of our record, claiming that he came to the 
| colonies with two of his brothers, does not find very much 
evidence to support it. There were several families that 
came. to the colonies about 1700 and settled in Pa. near 
each other and may have been related, however that is only 
surmise. They were all of Quaker affiliation but many of them 
afterward joined other churches. | 
؟‎ ۲ 1۳ Lancaster County Historical Papers, Vol.1, page 167 
under the heading, A FULLING MILL in 1716, is the following 
statement. 

!! In 1716 Stephen Atkinson, to whom liberty had been 
granted about two years before to settle on a neck of land 
between Edmund Cartiledge and the Conestoga creek and build 
a mill and make a dam,and he having built agood fulling mill, 
a warrant was made out for the neck of land and ten or 
twenty acres over the-oreek next to his dam. In 1728 he 


took 138 acres in the bend of the Conestoga between Reigarts 
and Graeffs Landing. The mill was on the south side of the 


creek and was later Lampeter Township. This was the first 
mill in tyhe county to obtain its power direct from the Conest- 
Oga River. After the dam was built to run the mill, it cut off 
the shad from going up the stream . One night,,some of the 
Citizens above the dam, ccame down and tore it out. “The 
( LLLegistration ordered Mr. Atkinson to construct a passage 


way in the dam, ( a fish ladder ) so the fish could go up 
the river. From this article it is evident tbat ۰۲73 
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came to this country before 1714. In tracing the lives of 


his children, if his daughter Rachel was only 16 when she 


married Joshua Minshall, and that he married Ann Wilton the 


next day after he arrived in America, he had to be here 


before 1710.

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HISTORY OF BEDFORD COUNTY, PENNSYLVANIA 
Although traders came to Bedford County in the first half of 
the 18th Century, it wasn't until after 1750 that the first 
settlers came to the Bedford area.. 


In July and August of 1758, a fort was hastily constructed at 
Roystown. A year later it would be named Fort Bedford in honor 


of the Fourth Duke of Bedford. 


After the British took Fort Duquesne without a fight, Fort Bed- 
ford remained an outpost on the frontier, helping keep the lines 
of communication open to Fort Pitt. It also served as a re- 
fuge from the Indians for the influx of settlers who followed 
the army. In 1761 there were 27 log houses near the fort; a 
community was developing. 


Before the Revolution, more settlers came, and after, westward 
expansion made Bedford a stopping place along the way.  Taverns 
and Inns were built along old Indian trail that evolved from 
Forbes Trail to the Pennsylvenia Road. 


Rut there was trouble brewing in western Pennsylvania, too, 
Before it was over, President Washington would take field command 
of 7000 army troops at Bedford. 


Parmers in the western part of the County and those further 
west opposed a tax on whiskey. Violence followed.. Their actions 
were seen as a threat to the stability of the new nation. 


In the years that followed westward expansion continued as 
settlers moved from western Pennsylvania and other northern 
states, across the Allegheny Mountains to the Ohio Valley and 
beyond. 


We drove to Bedford County, Pennsylvania from Lancaster, Pennsyl- 
vania in October of 1987 to see the town of my ancestors. We saw 
the Spy House where George Washington stayed during the Whiskey 
Rebelliion in 1794. The old Court House is still being used. The 
people of Bedford are preserving and restoring their quaint old 
town, and have a fine pioneer village nearby. It makes me humble 
and proud to walk the same streets as did my ancestors.

He was a soldier in the war 

of 1812. He married Mary McMahan June 18th, 1789, Mary was 

born May 13th 1773 and died at her daughters home (Margaret 
Jenkins) in Carrol County, Ohio February 7th 1840. There is 

no reliable record showing when Jane brought her son Stephen 

to Bedford County, Pa. In 1775 and 1777 there was a large 
migration of the colonists into the frontiers to escape 

the rigors of the Revolutionary War. It was about this time 
that final disposal of the Old Mill was made. Thomas Atkinson 
son of Stephen was born in Bedford County, July 5th,1795 and 
this narrows the time down to that date. It is certain that 
Stephen was living in Bedford County Pa. before 1801. There

With six 
husky sons to help, the prospect of clearing the land and getting 


a new house started, was not as formidable as their former home. 


After about five years they built a hewed log house,then 
in 1856 they built a frame house which was burned in 1872 with 
nearly all their household goods. In the same year they built 
a one and one half story frame house. With a large barn built 


in 1855 and numerous other buildings,a large orchard. they were 
eqipped to live a comfortable farmers life. Elizabeth died 


March 2nd. 1876. Her hope was for a rest with the Redeemed 

She was a beautiful singer and took great delight in music, 
During her last illness, on numerous occasions, she had the 
young people of the neighborhood to come and sing old songs 

for her. Thomas her husband died October 4th, 1885. He never 
made a profession, yet was kind and generous to the poor, liberal 
in his contributions to all denominations.

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PIONEERS IN INDIANA | 
Jackson Ray married Margaret Theurer January 1,1865 
Margaret was born in Marion County, Ohio, May 3,1841 and died 
at her daughter,s home, Etta McLaughlin in Sturgis, Michigan, 
December 4,1925 
Jackson was a farmer by choice except for a few years 
when he taught in the Public Schools. After disposing of a 
farm which he had, he took charge of his fathers farm from 
1867 to 1872. He purchased 80 acres in Elkhart County, Indiana 
in 1872.The next year he and his family of five children moved 
to Elkhart Ccunty and built a log house or the tract of 80 
acres which he had bought. This tract was a veritable jungle. 
It was in the midst cf over ten thousand acres. of heavy 
timbered land on which not more than 100 acres had been 
cleared by all the owners combined. The undesirable timber 
had been deadened in 1637 and only the valuable timber had 
been left standing. ím the years that followed it grew up 
with under-brush and small timber so thick that it resembled 
a jungle. The tailen ane dead timber made it a dreary looking 
prospect for a civilized home Lut an excellent one for small 
game of all kinds and rattle snakes. Of the latter,over 80 
were killed in one year. It was a wild and primitive home. 
Wild turkeys passed fearlessly within sight of the door. The 
squall of the wild cat was not uncommon. the hoot of the Great 
Horned Owl on the roof of the cabin often aroused the sleepers 
from their sweet slumbers.The squall of some chicken in the 
night, called for a foray tc avenge its death caused by 
some mink, weasel or other varmint due to the neglect of some 
one to properly close the chicken coop docr. All this leant 
zest for the more modern things of life and developed the 
spirit upon which man has had to depend for his survival. 
Large timber stood so close to the house that wher it was 
felled, the family had to vacate the house for safety lest 
the tree might fall on it. Although game was abundant, but 
little time was spent in hunting. Getting the land ready forc 
the plow and crops was the pressing need. 
Cattle roamed the woods, especially where there were 
large areas of under-brush and easy grazing. .Fences to 


protect the crops were a vital necessity.At First the easiest 
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and quickest way to fall small trees in windrows so that 
they overlapped each other and where there were thin places 
to patch them out with brush. Such fences were more effective 
than most. others. They could not be thrown down or pushed 
over by the cattle but their life was short because they soon 
decayed. Wild fruit supplied much to maintain a reasonably 
balanced diet. Crab apples were excellent for pickles,black- 
berries, raspberries, and clewberries were to be had in abun- 
dance, service berries larger than cherries and better were 
obtained from small trees, wild grapes of the Fox variety 

and choke--cherries when ripe were exceilent for preserves. 
Wild honey was obtained in abundance frcm bee trees. Maple 
sugar and syrup was a drug on the market. Wild mushrooms: 
were found in large quantities after showers. These helped 
to supply what the garder failed to do and appetite suppled 
the relish. 

After selling off the valuable timber, the family moved 
back to the Thomas Atkinson home-stead in 1873. Then in 1877 
they moved back to their home in Elkhart County, Indiana. After 
having Clearec all but about ten acres which they left as 
wood-land. In 1881 they sold the 80 acre tract and bought 
a well cultivated tract of 93 acres in Elkhart County one 
mile East of Millersburg, Indiana. Shis tract they sold 
in 1890 and bought the old homestead of 153 acres in Jay 
County, indiana to which they moved in the same year 
Jackson Ray died June 29,1908 in Jay County, Indiana.

Frederick Thomas A. was born December 16,1865 in Jay 
County, Ind. married Minnette Belle Emmett September18, 1687 
at her home five miles N.W.of Ligonier in Noble County, tind. 

he was born in Noble County, Indiana November 23, 1869. Fred 
began teaching when he was seventeen and continued to teach 
in the Public Schools for eighteen years. orgahizede the 
Wakarusa High Schocl in 1894 and continued as Supt. until 
1900. His health began to fail and he abandoned the teachers 
profession and embarked in the lumber business in hopes that 


the out of doors work would enable him to regain his healtk. 
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He moved to Lafayette. Indiana and engaged in the building 
and lumber business for about eight years and then moved 
to Cincinnati, Ohio and engaged in the Domestic anc Export 
of Wholesale of Hard-wood lumber. 

In 1910 he moved to Texas tc engage in the manufacture 
of hard- wood lumber. Three years later he moved back to 
Cincinnati to engaga in the Wholesale of Black Walnut 
exclusively for the Domestic and Export trade. The work 
reguired a great deal of traveling both at home and in 
foreign countries. 

The sap wood in black walnut was a problem which troubled 
the users of walnut for many years. Its color was a light 
gray and the heart wood is a rich brown color. Manufactures 
of furniture had tc rip off and waste the sap wood or stain 
it a brown color which was expensive and unaatisfactory. 
After much experimenting and many failures, he devised and 
invented a process by which he dissoived the coloring matter 
in the heart wood and forced it into the sap wood, thus 
coloring it the same color as tne heart wood. in so doing 
the whole board. both sar and heart wood became the same 
uniform rich brown color. The sar was no longer a defect 
and its waste was eliminated. 

The Patent Office granted him a patent on his process 
January 17, 1922. His Process is now used by nearly all 
processors of walnut lumber in the U.S. before it is 
manufactured into furniture and has been a means cf 
saving millions of dollars to the walnut trade. In 1932 
he retired from business. They have cone son and three 
daughters, Gleta Marie, Ihre Marit. Lisle Fermat . and

On 8/17/1713 at Fellyhagen Province Meeting, Ireland, Thomas 
Thornbrough and Sarah Hannah both of the Cootehill Meeting appeared and 
declared their intention of marriage. "Were married at Coothill on the 
12 dy of ye 9 mo. 1713 as by certificate may appear." 

On 8/11/1731 a request was made to the Cootehill meeting in behalf 
of Thomas Thornberry and wife that "a certificate be drawn in order to 
recommend them to Friends in New Garden, Pennsylvania." (Chester County) 

Thomas and Sarah Thornbrough signed the will of the brother of Thomas, 
Edward Thorntrough, 2/13/1734. At, that time, they were residents of 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. They came to America, about 1717, with 
Edward and his family. Thomas and Sarah Bek were first in Haddonfield, 
New Jersey before coming to Fennsylvania. | 

The Sadsbury MM (Pennsylvania) show: "1740, 2 mo, 7, Thomas Thornbrough 
and family request certificate; signed 3 mo. 5, 1740." 

Thomas and Sarah moved to Frederick County, Virginia and acquired 
lanc. There are several records; one shows on November 26, 1750 of a 
grant of 862 acres to Thomas Thornbrough, the elder of Frederick County, 
Virginia, on Middle Creek. On October 3, 1756, Thomas Thornborough and 
Sarah deed land, 251 acres of the 862 acre tract to Samuel Parks. Also 
of interest is a deed dated May 4, 1756 to Lavid Miller of Frederick County 
of 360 acres, part of the 802 acre tract. Possibly this David Miller was ` 
a nephew of Thomas, and the son of Judith Thornborough and élexander Miller 
who were married in Cootehill in 1715. 

Late in 1756, Thomas and Sarah were forced to leave Virginia and return 
to Lancaster on account of trourle with the Indians. The Yearly Meeting’ 
for Sufferings in Philadelphia "was informed that Thomas Thorntrough and 
his wife, 2 Aged Friends, belonging to Monthly Meeting of Hopewell, have 
sometime ago been driven from their habitation by the incursion of the 
Indian Enemies on the frontiers....." 

Thomas died in 1758, Sarah having preceded him, The will of Thomas, 
dated 7/20/1758 (Lancaster County, Pennsylvania Office of Registrar of 
ills) names only three children - Robert, benjamin and Margaret. An 
equal proportion is left to each of the three children with Robert and 
>enjamin named as Executors, It is presumed that these are the three 
younger children as other listings show~at least three other children, 
Joseph, Thomas, Jr. and Eannah. 

Of pertinent interest in the will indicating Thomas! continued 
interest in Virginia and a forgivenesssto the Indians is this declaration: 
"Ey executors pay unto the Friends of the Meeting of Sufferings in Phil- 
adelphia Ten Pounds to be applied Ly said friends in purchase of the lands 
of the Indians at Opecken," Thomas also revoked and voided "every other 
will or wills by me made", indicative of the thought of his other children.
